Our  gate  will  suffer 
because  of  this  &  sadly  Barrow  was  reluctant 
to  move  today’s  game  to  yesterday  (Satur¬ 
day)  due  to  player  work  commitments. 

3.  Olympic  Legacy  Park  Facilities  -  The  facil¬ 
ities  here  are  still  lacking,  we  are  desperate 
for  the  construction  on  the  stadium  to  begin. 
Today’s  offer  will  give  an  indication  of  what 
people  see  the  current  setup  as  worth. 

As  above,  with  SUFC  at  home  today,  despite 
today’s  offer  I  don’t  envisage  a  large  crowd, 


the  draw  of  Premier  League,  first  home 
match  of  the  season  and  the  facilities  and  no 
doubt  extra  activities  at  Bramall  Lane  today 
will  be  a  massive  draw  but  I  hope  I’m  proven 
wrong! 

Turning  to  next  week,  there  has  been  a  lot 
(and  much  more  to  come)  work  that  has 
gone  into  our  trip  to  Wembley.  The  rules  & 
regulations  around  it  have  surprised  me  a 
little,  a  lot  more  to  take  into  consideration 
compared  to  other  RFL  led  events  like  the 
Summer  Bash. 

It  is  probably  my  own  naivety,  but  ticket  sales 
have  been  lower  than  I  had  hoped.  The  costs 
compared  to  other  ‘recent’  finals  like  the 
Grand  Finals  in  2013  &  2012  are  much  high¬ 
er  for  supporters  but  also  our  core  fanbase 
has  dropped  significantly  in  that  time  due 
to  the  reasons  we  all  know  about.  The  only 
way  that  decline  (which  has  improved  slightly 
this  year)  can  be  resuscitated  is  simply  for 
the  stadium  to  happen.  We’ve  said  before 
we  can’t  market  the  OLP  in  its  current  guise 
unless  it’s  with  price-reduction  marketing  and 
that  isn’t  cost-sustainable  for  the  club  and  de¬ 
values  the  great  product  the  team  are  putting 
together  on  the  field. 

The  model  worked  against  Swinton  at  the 
start  of  the  season  with  our  £5  advance  ticket 
offer,  nearly  1,300  here  and  almost  400  up 
on  last  season’s  crowd  -  hopefully  today’s  in¬ 
itiatives  works  to  similar  levels.We  need  facil¬ 
ities  that  a  stadium  brings  for  everyone  but  to 
be  able  to  better  cater  for  families,  disabled 
and  elderly  supporters  which  we  can’t  not,  no 
to  mention  our  sponsors  &  media  guests. 

I  am  sure  despite  the  numbers  you  will  all  do 
the  Eagles  proud  at  Wembley  next  Saturday, 
singing  loud  and  enjoying  the  occasion  to  it’s 
full.

It’s  a  huge  weekend  of  action  in  both  the 
Betfred  Championship  and  League  One, 
with  a  host  of  key  issues  ready  to  be 
settled. 

The  top  five  race  in  the  second  tier  will  be 
over  if  Sheffield  and  Bradford  fail  to  win  their 
respective  fixtures  at  home  to  Barrow  and 
away  to  Dewsbury. 


Cup  final  also  only  a  week  away,  face  a 
crucial  few  weeks. 

Kieron  Purtill’s  side  are  three  points 
above  13th  placed  Barrow  Raiders, 
who  must  realistically  win  at  Sheffield  to 
keep  their  slim  hopes  of  survival  alive. 
Given  that  one  of  Barrow’s  remain¬ 
ing  three  fixtures  is  away  at  runaway 
leaders  Toronto,  coach  Paul  Crarey 
knows  that  nothing  less  than  victory  this 
weekend  will  do. 

Defeat,  and  a  Widnes  win  at  Leigh, 
would  condemn  the  Raiders  to  League 
One  along  with  already  relegated  Roch¬ 
dale.  In  the  third  tier  it’s  also  a  big  week¬ 
end  for  the  promotion  chasing  clubs. 

Three  wins  from  three  will  assure  White¬ 
haven  of  promotion  as  title  winners, 
and  their  toughest  fixture  on  paper  is 
Sunday’s  trip  to  Keighley.

The  race  for  play-off  places  behind  them  is 
now  all  but  mathematically  over,  with  sev¬ 
enth-placed  London  Skolars  four  points  adrift 
and  with  two  games  left  and  over  200  points 
to  make  up  on  Workington.

A  couple  a  weeks  ago  Linda  &  I  went  to 
the  Sharrow  market  which  happens  about 
three  times  a  year.  Dozens  of  stall  holders 
come  out  in  all  weathers  to  sell  their 
products. 

Food,  drinks,  art  work,  crafts,  pottery  are 
bought  by  hundreds  of  people  from  across 
the  city.  One  of  the  stall  holders  was  selling 
her  leather  products,  from  bags  to  small 
bracelets.  I  saw  a  brown  leather  wrist  band 
with  the  words  This  is  my  Story’  inscribed 
on.  It  got  me  thinking  of  some  work  I  had 
been  asked  to  do  recently  in  which  I  had  to 
write  down  my  major  life  events  which  have 
had  positive  and  negative  effect  on  my  life. 
So  I  bought  the  wrist  band  to  remind  me  that 
my  story  is  valid. 

I  love  what  Philip  Pullman  said  about  stories: 
“After  nourishment,  shelter,  and  companion¬ 
ship,  stories  are  the  things  we  need  most  in 
the  world.” 

The  more  I  spend  time  with  people  and  hear 
their  story  the  more  I  realise  that  everyone’s 
story  is  valid  and  needs  to  be  heard  as  this 
can  and  will  help  others  in  their  time  of  need. 
“Your  heartache  is  someone  else’s  hope.  If 
you  make  it  through,  somebody  else  is  going 
to  make  it  through.  Tell  your  story.” 

It  can  take  a  lot  of  courage  to  share  your 
story  but  as  you  do,  it  could  well  be  the  story 
that  someone  else  is  waiting  to  hear,  which 
could  bring  hope  into  their  heart  and  mind. 

“Tell  the  story  of  the  mountain  you  climbed. 


Your  words  could  become  a  page  in  some¬ 
one  else’s  survival  guide,”  said  Morgan 
Nichols. 

I  think  this  is  one  of  the  reason  I  love  to  read 
biographies  or  auto-biographies:  to  learn  how 
various  people  have  experienced  the  good, 
bad  &  ugly  and  still  have  managed  to  achieve 
something  in  and  with  their  lives.  I  fondly 
remember  listening  to  my  Gran  &  Grandad 
retell  stories  with  other  family  members  of 
their  childhood,  family  and  their  early  married 
life;  and  their  stories  of  two  of  their  children’s 
experiences  in  the  Second  World  War, 
sometimes  with  tears,  including  the  amazing 
story  of  their  oldest  son  shot  down  in  a  plane 
over  enemy  lines  and  being  told  that  he  was 
missing  presumed  dead.  Three  months  later 
my  Uncle  turned  up  at  my  Gran’s  house  alive 
and  kicking.  He  had  managed  to  jump  out 
the  plane  before  it  crashed,  but  during  his 
escape  his  head  was  hit  on  the  back  wing 
and  when  he  landed  broke  both  legs.  He  was 
found  unconscious  by  two  nuns  and  taken 
into  a  convent  and  looked  after  for  three 
months  until  he  recovered. 

“Tears  are  words  that  need  to  be  written” 

Paul  Coelho  said.  No  doubt  many  tears 
were  shed  by  my  Gran  &  Grandad,  family 
and  friends  during  those  three  months  and 
later  during  the  numerous  retellings  of  the 
story.  Telling  your  story  can  help  others.  We 
all  have  a  different  life  story  and  they  all  need 
to  be  heard.
